Uy a par- 
liamentary euteh, us It were, ho offered 
a resolution which instead of putting 
the tiurden on thu women, put it on tho 
men. 
Ills resolution required that in 


(inler to constitutionally settle the mat- 
ter a proposition be referred to thu an- 
nual eiMiferences, whereby the words 
"who .shall be mon only1 shall follow 
the words "lay delegates," wherever 
they appear In the plan of lay dele- 
gates. In order to interpret the words 
in that manner, three-fourths of tho 
annual conference must so vote, and if 
they so vote, then two-thirds of tho 
next genera! conference must concur in 
that interpretation. It will thus bo 
seen that the women, who control a ma- 
jority (.f .he eunfereiu-es will win tho 
day in tlie next general conference, al- 
though they will not lie able to bo 
seated until eight years hence. The ac- 
tion uf yesterday simply paves the way 
for their admission nhieh is not as- 
sured. 


Another important piece of legisla- 


tion was the refusal to remove tho tlmo 
limit on the loeal connection of preach- 
ers. The provisions remain as they 
were enacted at the last general con- 
ference - five 3'eurs tho maximum loca- 
tion 


The refusal to increase the number 


of bishops or to locate a residence in 
I'lm-opo or Japan were other features 
nf importance. 
The powers of tho 


bishops, also, were curtailed in two In- 
Btunees. Tho conference is given tho 
[)owcr of rejecting tho appointment of 
a judiciary eonmiitteo which passes on 
appeals, and the bishops were denied 
the right to appear before tho book 
committee to argue in favor or against 
an appointment to 1111 a vacancy. 


The proposed change In tlio Disci- 


pline relating to amusements died, fail- 
ing to bo brought before tho conference, 
as also did tho resolution of Dr. llan- 
lon asking the church to put itself on 
record In reference to its position on 
the controversy between capital and 
labor. 


Despite tho assertion of tho bishops 


that the church has no place in politics, 
the conference adopted the report of 
tho committee on Intemperance, which 
pledged support to all organizations 
banded together to suppress the liquor 
trafllc, which was implied to mean an 
Indorsement nf the prohibition party. 
Later on a resolution declaring that 
the conference did not construe its 
adoption of the report to bind it to any 
political party passed without dissent. 


Tho practice of polygamy was de- 


nounced In iinndstaltablo language; 
and tho federal government Is asked to 
Increase tho duty on opium to such an 
extent as to prohibit trafile in it. 


Tho church put itself on record as 


favoring tho World's fair and ample ap- 
propriations only on condition that the 
gates should bo closed on Sunday and 
that no Intoxicating liquors be sold on 
the grounds. H further appointed a 
commission tn determine tho advisa- 
bility of participating In n general re- 
ligious exhibit and to engage in one it 
found practicable. 


A eommiwion to meet the Methodist 


Episcopal church south to negotiate 
an organic union of the two was ap- 
pointed. Tho bishops woro given au- 
thority to appoint ministers to the pul- 
pits nf churches whoso doctrines and 
laws are tho samo as the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
Two seeretaries, instead of one, of tho 


Church Extension society and Freed- 
men's Aid and Educational society wore 
elected.

demanding that ho refnso to sign the 
I'hlnosv exclusion act. The message 
was too late so tho conference passed a 
series nf resolutions denouncing the 
law and calling upon congress to 
amend it by striking out the addition 
to the laws of ISS'i 


The conference refused to make thft 


deaconess order .1 sparato society, bul 
continued II under the patronage of the 
Women's Homo Mission. 


A number of new conferences wore 


granted enabling nets, notably in In 
din anil Africa. 


Uev. 
VT. V. Squires, who was cxpeled 


from the northwest Ohio conference 
was reinstated. 
The conference refused to censure 


Bishop Taylor, of Africa, for ordaining 
a minister in England because tho min- 
ister "belonged to his conference; and 
found that Itishop Thoburn was not 
guilty of ordaining deaconesses in In- 
dia.

Occurancca in Connection With 


the Tithes War in 


Coventry. 


LOJOJON, May 27.—The tithe war in 


Coventry culminated yesterday in a 
riot in which 1,000 men took part. For 
a long time there has been trouble in 
Coventry over the payment of tithes, a 
large proportion of the inhabitants pro- 
testing against the exaction. The non- 
conformists have declared that they 
would never pay, and a great many of 
the church people are in sympathy with 
them. The quarrel has been attended 
by a good many fights and funny epi- 
sodes, as, when a farmer upon whose 
stock it was proposed to levy greased 
all his pigs so they slipped through the 
hands of the bailiff. 


A week ago the collectors assembled 


in strong force and seized a large quan- 
tity of goods belonging to parties who 
refused to pay tithes. Yesterday the 
seized goods were exposed for sale in 
tho market. Thousands gathered to 
witness the scene. 


The auctioneer was a man from Bir- 


mingham, as no local auctioneer could 
be procured for the dangerous under- 
taking, lie was juat opening his month 
when an aged egg struck him in the 
teeth. He spluttered and gagged while 
the crowd roared with delight and 
several voices urged the auctioneer to 
go back to "Brummagem." 


The police closed around the auction- 


eer, and that individual made another 
attempt to address the crowd. "Gen- 
tlemen," he said, but he got no further, 
being interrupted by a cabbage stalk, 
which evidently hurt him as his nose 
began to bleed. Tho Birmingham auc- 
tioneer had enough, and notwithstand- 
ing the protcsations of the tithe col- 
lectors and police, who promised to 
protect him from any further violence, 
he mado a break to get out of the mar- 
ket oplacc. As he dashed away the 
crowd started after him and he would 
undoubtedly have been severely han- 
dled [but for a 'kind-hearted publican 
who opened tho door of Ms tavern to 
tho fugitive. The latter hurried in and 
before the crowd could get in h« was 
helped through to another street and 
escaped in a wagon. 


Meanwhile the mob scattered through 


the streets, some of them, whose goods 
and chattels had been seized, recaptur- 
ing the articles and taking them home 
again. Tho people are greatly excited, 
and the police have wisely refrainec 
from aggressive measures for fear o 
provoking the mob to greater despera 
tion. Tho sale of the goods seized i 
postponed without date.

BRYANTS REJOINDER. 


A Local Freachar'B Beply to a 


Southern Bishop. 


Bev. T. J. Bryant, tbe veteran soldier 


pastor of the Methodise church at Har- 
ristown, this county, makes this anewtr 
to Bishop Fitzgerald, ot the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, criticising a 
resolution presented.and carried in tbe 
Seneral Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Omaha, Neb.: 


1. While there is a "Methodist Epieoo- 


>al Church South" there is no Methodist 
Spisoopal Church "North" or "Northern 
Methodist Episcopal Church." We are 
rhe Methodist Episcopal Church, know- 
ng no North, South, East or West as 
peculiar to oar legal status. 


2. While 
the Methodist Episcopal 


Ohuroh was, and is, an anti-slavery 
huroh and incorporated in its laws from 
ihe beginning its testimony as to the in- 
nstice and wickedness of human slavery, 
and from executing its laws against pro- 
Uvery breakers of church laws; those 
who afterward organized the Methodist 
Spisoopal Ohuroh South seceded from 
iha Methodist Episcopal Ohuroh and 
ook on them the sectional name, "The 
lethodist Episcopal Church South," and 
rom then until now they have attempted 
;o attach the North to ns as a part of our 
egal name. While we believed and de- 
lared that African slavery was unjust 
and contrary to the laws of ;Qod, we have 
never taught or contended for social 
quality between the whites and blanks— 
we don't contend for social equality 
among white people—we do believe m 
equal rights for all people before tie 
nvil law, including the negro—this is de- 
nied to the black man in the South, acd 
he Methodist Episcopal Church South 
n her books and all her acts and deliv- 
erances up to this time is opposed to 
qnal civil rights to the negro. 
3. Because of this the negro is denied 
be right to vote and have it counted, 
and is mobbed, shot, hung, slashed with 
knives and burned in the South by those 
who (lory in the name "Booth" and 
Southern/ 


4. We personally know negroes belong 


.o our local churches in the states that 
are designated "Northern," that they sit 
n pews with the whites, commune with 
them at the same time and same "altar 
rail;" that they visit in white families, 
eat at the same table with the white 
'amily, and though I am a Tennesseesn 
and my wife a Virginian by birth, as a 
pastor of a Methodist Episcopal church, 
she and I havo visited black families who 
were members of our church and sat 
down at their tables and ate with them. 


C. Whenever the time comes that some 


ilaok man has the commanding promi- 
lenoe that entitles him to and secures 
litn an election to the episcopacy of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, preachers 
and people will acquiesce to his every 
ecclesiastical right m the church. We 
hope and believe that the time will never 
come when a man will be elected a 
:iishop in the

Jrtreproof MaterlalB. 


At tho Berlin exhibition of means and 


contrivances for the prevention of acci- 
dents in industries and otherwise, prizes 
were awarded for the following proc- 
esses for fireproofing, respectively dimln- 
ahing tho combustibility of tissues, cur- 
tain materials and theatrical scenery: 
For light tissues, sixteen pounds ammo- 
nium sulphates, five pounds ammonium 
carbonate, four pounds borax, six pounds 
boric acid, four pounds starch, or one 
pound dextrine, or one pound gelatine, 
ind twenty-five gallons water, mixed to- 
gether, heated to 86 degs. Fahrenheit, 
and the material impregnated with the 
mixture, centrifugated and dried, and 
then ironed as usual. One quart of tho 
mixture, costing about three or four 
cents, is enough to impregnate fifteen 
yards of material. 


For curtain materials, theatrical deco- 


rations, wood and furniture thirty 
pounds ammonium chloride are mixed 
with so much floated chalk ae to give 
the moss consistency. It is then heated 
to 125 to 100 degs. Fahrenheit, and the 
material given one or two coats of it by 
means of a brush. A pound of it, cost- 
ing about eight-tenths of a cent, is suffi- 
cient to cover five square rods.—Berlin 
Letter. 


A Terrible Thins <» - Battle. 


Tho house committee on naval affairs 


for some days has had under considera- 
tion a bill providing for the addition to 
tho navy of a novel craft. 


Tho feature of tho design is found in 


an enormous submarine gun carried at 
tho bow below tho water line. The pro- 
jectors feel that they have now a prac- 
ticable means at hand to drive an enor- 
mous shell loaded with an explosive, 
charge of gunpowder or gun cotton Into 
the hull of any ironclad afloat and ex- 
plode it in tho very vitals of the ship. 


According to the design submitted to 


tho committee and explained by Gen- 
eral Berdan, a hydraulic buffer projects 
from the bow of tho vessel. This Is so 
adjusted that it will stop the boat a dis- 
tance of eight feet from the enemy's ship 
without injury to the boat. At this 
short range the buffer automatically dis- 
charges tho submarine gun directly at 
the hu1! of the ship, and lodges within 
it a shell carrying a bursting charge of 
450 pounds of powder, sufficient to blow 
down every bulkhead In the ship and 
wreck tho bottom.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette.
